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The channel is to be deepened for the car ferry from Rostock to Cehlsdor? on the 
opposite sice of the “arnow River. It is planned to have a ferry for automobiles 
and other vehicles built at the Neptun Shipyard te cope with the increased 
traffic. (1) 


A basin for river crai’t is being built in Rostock's ‘estern darbor. The quay 
there, 170 meters long, will be fittec with sheet piling (Spundwand). Three 
loading bridges arc being reinforced or newly erected. ‘he Gravel Harbor has 
been almost entirely reconstructed. ‘(2 


The plans for the Fishing Combine (sic) on the lower Warnow river have been 
completed and work there is poing to be started, Appit aches to the site are to 
be built, and spur tracks will be laid in 1950. The extensive dredging opera- 
tions for the harbor will also be started in 1950, The largest German fishing 
harbor will be built at this site. (3) 


Twenty-four million eastrmarks have been spent so far on the enlargement of the 
commercial harbors of Rostock and “ismar, Their annual capacity has been inereas~ 
ed from 3.1 to 7 million tons. 


Toe first building of the Neptun Yard in Rostock, on Doberancr Strasse, seems 

to be the seat of the Soviet naval control commission for the shizyard. There 

is also a Soviet naval radio station at this place. A so-called Zeppelin antenna 
about 30 meters long, and a standard antenna about 50 meters in length are on 
top of this building, (4) 


A 17.6=neter fishing cutter of Type 18 D is under construction at the Cchlsdorf 
Shipyard. Alongside this yard's fitting-out quay four cutters of the same type 
are berthed, awaiting the installation of their Diesel engines. The deck= 
superstructures, masts and riggings are finished. (5) 


The Rostock Diesel engine plant supplied the first series of ten 100-HP Diesel 
engines to the Yamparten Shipyard for installation in the fishing cutters of 
type 18 D. The shipyards are still very short of material and skilled workers, (6)

According to the survey plan of 1915 the channel used by the ferry was, in parts, 


enly 2.5 to 3 meters ceep, The employment of a larger ferry would reguire the 
dredging of the channel. 
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western Uarbor is the name for the western section of Hosteck Port. The 


exact lecation of the Gravel Harbor is not known, it may, however, be assumed 

that this is a section cf the quay wiese total length is 800 meters. This quay was 
in a bad condition, and systematic repair work in this part of the harbor therefore 
seems provable. 

According to previcus information the Fishing Combine will be erected on the pre~- 
mises of the former <«einkel works. Its construction was scheduled to be started 
on 23 February 1950 at the samo time that construction work was to begin.on a 
fishing harbor in Sasenitz. The construction of dwelling unite for 3,000 fisher 
nen ig under way in beth torms. The number of cutters stationed in Nosteck will 
probably be much larger than the 185 cutters to be stationed in Sasenitz. of 

these Sassnits cutters, which are up to 2h weters lon, 65 of tyne 18 D are already 
available. Tt is difvicult to believe that so large a number of Pishir: craft 

ean be ermloyed economically. 


The radio station observed is cresumably the local radio station -f the Soviet naval 


base. Judging from the antennas it orobably consists of a receiving and trans- 
mitting set. The naval headquarters probably supervises the repair work per~ 
forned at the heptun Shipyard on Soviet warships. 

The report does not indicate whether the Gehlsdorf Shipyard is the Rohde Ship~ 
yard or another yard. 

The shortage of skilled workers and materials has been repeatedly reported. ‘This 
is not surprising in view of the extensive building program. 
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
